States, have neglected nothing to avert the Evils that 
threaten yourRepublick.For what could we havedone 
thar we have not done ? On the othet fide, you who 
ought to have joyn’d with us,to have embrac’d gladly 
the eafie Means of Accommodation which we pro- 
*d in our Letters, and more efpecially to have im- 
lor’d the Protection of God for the whole Kingdom 
be pablick Prayers as we order'd ; You, we fay, for- 
getting your Duty and your Dignity, chofe rather to 
purfue Counfels, which through the Nations Divi- 
fions might bring utter Ruine upon the Kingdom,and 
even upon Religion. Now the horrid Mifchief the 
Republick is like to fuffer by this,che Shame that will 
redound to your felf from it, and the Scandal ir will 
bring upon: the Ecclefiaftical Order, untefs:God pre- 
vent, is what we cannot poffibly Exprefs in Terms 
that will reach the Cafe, and what poffibly you your 
felf'cannot fufficiently comprehend. For what good 
Man, and true Catholick, can hear, without Indig- 
nation, that a Prieft, the Primate of a Kingdom, and 
honour’d with the Roman Purple, has not only con- 
fented to all thofe Actions that have been done to the 
great Damage of the Kingdom, and by the Arms of 
Catholicks againft their. own Country: But chat he 
was the very Author and Director of thofe Actions, 
notwithftanding all the Care we took to admonifh 
him, that it was the Deftrudtion of the Kingdom, 
and the Scandal atid Ruine of Religion? Do you your 
felf judge how we can redrefs the Calamities of the 
Kingdom, when he who is the firft Prelate of it de- 
livers it up to the Difcretion of Hereticks; and when 
a firm and folid: Peace which was promis’d us by 
Jefus Chrift, and which. he left us when he afcended, 
to Heaven, mufticome from Hereticks, who are evil- 
minded, and’Erietnies of the Church of Jefas Chrift. 
What, Is there no Balm inGilead? Is shere no Phyf- 


cian there 2? Is'there ne Wife. Man among we thas abli 
to judge berween his Brethren, but by muft be ows 
to try their Caufe before the Unjuft, and not before.the 
Saints, as the Apoftle {peaks ? You deceive your: fe 
dear Son, you that treat of an Alliance with the Ia- 
of a ftrange Country, who will be your 
uine ; you truft to a Staff that is. the broken Reed of 
Egypt, upon which if 4 Man lean it will enter into. he 
Hand and pierce it. Now, becaule we fee this Affair 
is brought to {uch a Pafs,_ that it has need of an efle- 
cual Remedy, unlefs we would expofe our {elf to 
further Dangers, and fuffer your Perfon and Dignity, 
for which,we are and ought to be concern’d, to be 
likewife expos’d ; we charge you by thefe Prefent 
and by the Apoftolical Authority which the. mo: 
High has given us; and in Virtue of your Obedience 
to the Holy Roman See we enjoyn you, to leave the 
Kingdom forthwith, and to repair within the (pace, of 
3 Months next enfuing the Date hereof, to this City; 
to undergo, (unlefs readily {ubmit, as we, ho 
you will,) the -Cenfures and Ecclefiaftical Penalties, 
ordain’d by the Sacred Canons, and the Apoftolical 
Conftirutions, to be inflicted upon Rebels and thofe 
who difobey the Orders of the Apoftolical Mean 
time, moft dear Son, we affectionately give you our 
Apoftolical Benediction, withing it. may be.accem- 
panied by the Celeftial Benediction. tah 
_ Rome, Auguft 3. 1704. 
From the Paris Gazette. dared October 4. 
Rome, Sept. 9. Here had like to. have been a great 
Tumult upon the Imperial Ambaffador’s caufing great 
Rejoycings to be made before his Palace : one:of his 
Servants fired a Piftol as two French Merchants were 
pafling by his Mafter’s Stables, and flightly wounded 
one of them. The Report of what was done.being 
‘prea through the City, the French in great Rage 
drew together, a few days after, from all Quarters, 
determining to take Satisfaction of the Germans .for 
infulting their Nation; fo that Cardinal Janfon bad 
much ado to prevail with them to go home again 
quietly. The Pope hearing of it, gave out necetiary 
Orders for preventing Mifchief. And Signior Moi 
fini, Ambaffador of Venice, interpofed his good Of, 
ces to accommodate the Matter, and went to, the 
Count de Lamberg ‘to difcourfe him upon it. T 
Count declar’d that he knew nothing of it till two 
days after it was done ;, and that upon Inquiry. into 
it, he found the Piftol was fired without any Defigi, 
and that theFrench Merchant happen’d to be wounded 
by pure Accident ; that however he had caufed the 
Servant to bé punith’d, by ordering him ro be ftripp’d 
of his Livery, and to be put undet Confinement and 
fed with nothing but Bread and Water; and that if 
thar was not lufficient, he would punifh him as rigog- 
oufly as thould be required. Yeiterday the Ambaffa- 
dor of Venice having given Cardinal Janfon.an Ac- 
count of whar the Count de Lamberg bad {aid to him, 
and that his Eminency needed but ask, and have as 
full Satisfaction as he pleas’d ; affuring him befides, 
that he himfelf had examin’d into the Marter, and 
found that. what had happen’d was a perfect Acci- 
dent ; the Cardinal declar’d he was fatistied. And fo 
this Affair (which might have had very ill Confe- 
quences) was terminated,
